10.—That the Unit­ 
ed States army be Immediately 
re- 
i niited to its f 11 war strength, which 
would mean the addition of ifi.ooo 
m en and 1.000 otluers. is urged by 
Secretary tiarrison. of the War !>• 
jvartment, in his annual report present* 
ed today to President Wilson. 
Such an increase would give the 
regular army a total of about 190,000 
men, of whom 50,000 would be avail­ 
able as a m ob ile fighting force In the 
ConUnental United States. 
The pre­ 
sent mobile strength of 91,000, the 
secretary p o in ts 
out. soon 
will he 
cut in half by additions t<> the uarri- 
sons in the Canal Zone, Hawaii and 
the Philippines. 
“In addition to strengthening the 
regular establishment, the Secretary 
urges that steps he taken at once to 
create a more adequate reserve army. 
He dismisses as impracticable talk of 
immediate 
disarmament, 
and 
as 
groundless 
fears of militarism 
in 
\merlca, and recommends military 
preparedness on the ground that “eter­ 
nal vigilance is the price which must 
lie paid in order to obtain the desir­ 
able things 
in 
life and to defend 
them.” 
,The present full war strength of 
the United States is summarized hv 
the report as follows: 
“The Organized ».Militia of the vari­ 
ous states totals 8,823 officers and 119,- 
0X7 men. 
if all of the 'National Guard 
could be summoned in the event of 
war and should they all resjiond (an 
inconceivable result) and if they were 
all Pound fairly efficient in the first 
line 
that is. the troops who would 
be expected to immediately take the 
field—we could summon a force in 
this country of regulars and National 
Guard amounting to 9,818 officers and 
148,492 men. 
(This would 
include 
only regulars of fighting force s>ta- 
tloned in the United States proper.) 
"And this is absolutely all. 
The 
only other recourse would then be 
volunteers, and to equip, organize, 
train, and make them ready would 
take, at the smallest possible estimate 
six months. 
"Anyone who takes the slightest 
trouble to investigate will find that In 
modem warfare a prepared enemy 
would progress so far on the way to 
success in -ix months if his antagon­ 
ist had to wait six months to meet 
him, that such unprepared antagonist 
might as well concede defeat without 
contest."
